and  there  appears  to  be  Httle  or  no  rehef  in  sight. 

It  is  a  fact  that  budgets  in  general  are  becoming 
more  and  more  difficult  each  year  to  manage ;  however, 
on  the  other  hand,  our  country  is  enjoying  more  luxuries 
and  comforts  today  than  perhaps  any  other  nation  in  the 
world. 

We  in  this  small  town,  like  thousands  of  other  small 
towns  across  the  country,  are  an  integral  part  of  a  na- 
tional set-up  which  is  developing  and  growing  at  a  fan- 
tastically unparralleled  rate.  In  order  to  stay  abreast  of  this 
spirit  of  progression  and  advancement  we  must  continue 
to  "move  ahead"  with  the  ever  constant  steadily  rising 
costs  of  living. 

In  what  small  ways  have  we  grown  or  "moved 
ahead"  during  this  past  year  of  1960? 

1.  The  artesian  well  was  completed  whereby  an 
adequate  water  supply  was  obtained  at  a  depth 
of  approximately  135  feet.

Also  the  road 
from  Tenney  Corner  to  the  mail  boxes  will  be 
tarred. 

3.  The  road  by  the  Village  School  was  resurfaced 
this  year. 


4.  New  real  estate  has  been  added  to  the  books 
from  the  development  of  Reba  Hipson  at  New- 
found Lake.  Two  new  cottag"es  were  built  and 
others  will  be  built  in  the  future. 

5.  The  town  has  received  $2,055.00  from  the  sale 
of  town  property  which  was  gained  through 
taxes  sales. 

6.  The  tractor  house  has  been  repaired ;  the  roof 
was  painted  and  a  new  chimney  was  built.  More 
road  signs  for  the  town  are  presently  being  con- 
structed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

As  predicated  a  year  ago  this  is  the  year  of  the  big 
increase  in  the  number  attending  high  school.  Added  to 
the  number  attending  is  the  substantial  increase  in  the 
rate  thus  making  the  total  increase  even  larger.  Figures 
of  costs  of  education  for  every  school  district  in  the 
state  are  made  available  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
Bristol's  costs  for  1959-  60,  the  most  recently  com- 
pleted fiscal  year,  are  $466.71  not  counting  capital  invest- 
ments or  transportation.  By  law  a  district  may  charge 
its  costs  or  the  state  average  which  ever  is  lowest  and 
may  add  a  2%  rental  charge  based  on  a  per  pupil  capital 
investment.  For  next  year  the  state  figure  is  $436  and 
that  is  the  Bristol  rate.  A  2%  rental  charge  would  boost 
this. 

This  becomes  more  acute  in  the  fall  of  1%2  -  63 
when  the  capacity  of  the  school  will  be  exceeded.  It  is 
problematical  whether  an  addition  can  be  built  without 
some  guarantee  that  at  least  part  of  the  cost  will  be  ab- 
sorbed by  tuition  pupils  who  are  causing  the  need.  There 
are  several  possibilities  which  could  make  it  easier  for 
all:  l)Increased  foundation  aid  to  the  more  needy  towns 
thus  easing  the  tax  burden  at  the  local  level ;  2)  In- 
creased building  aid  to  help  those  districts  confronted 
with  debt  services;  3)  Incentive  aid  to  encourage,  and 
make  more  equitable,  cooperative  schools ;  4)  Federal 
funds  for  either  buildings  or  salaries  or  both.  Any  one 
of  the  four  could  aid  the  rather  difficult  and  delicate 
situation  in  which  we  find  the  local  districts.  None  of 
these  will  come  about  without  considerable  work  being 
done  by  those  who  will  gain  therefrom.  We  have  work 
to  do!
